His book
will be published by the University of California Press.

El Camino Professor
Publishes New Book

Publication of the book
“Faulkner’s People” by Dr.
Robert W. Kirk, professor of
English at El Camino College,
has been announced by the
University of California Press.

The new book is a complete
guide and index to the charac-
ters in William Faulkner's fic-
tion. William Hogan, The
HERALD'S book reviewer, has
suggested the work on the
Nobel Prize winner's charac-
ters may turn out to be “a
surprise bestseller.”

An Oct, 18 publication date
has been set by the University
of California Press. Printing
costs for the 818-page volume
were met through the coopera-
tion of the Ford Foundation
and a selling price of $5.95 has
been set,

WITH Marvin Klotz,
San Fernando State College
English professor, has put into
the book identities and inter-
relations of approximately
1,200 named characters from
Faulkner’s novels, short stories
and sketches.

Hogan says that there is lit-
tle doubt that all serious read-
ers of Faulkner will keep the
book on home library shelves,
but that the book will also
serve general readers as a
guide and entertaining infor-
mation piece.

“The book is not just a list
of names,” Kirk said. “We
have tried to make it readable
for itself and we hope that time
will prove us right."

PART I of the book presents
Faulkner's novels in order of
their publication and under
each title the characters are
named with concise characteri-
zations and notations of pages
upon which the character's
name occurs.

This scheme is repeated in
Part II for the characters in the
short stories and sketches.
Genealogical charts of the Sar-
toris, Burden and McCaslin-Ed-
monds-Beauchamp families, as
well as a map of Yoknapatawpa
County are provided.

KIRK AGREES with John
Dos Passos' remark made after
the death of Faulkner, ‘“He
wrote of the truth of the stir-
ring of the flesh and the blood
and the passion of real men
observed tenderly and amused-
ly and frightenedly.”
